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Dishing It Out 

Dish Network and a federal judge heatedly pursue a Little Saigon man 

for alleged satellite-broadcasting piracy 


I f lawyers for Dish Network are right, 
Tan Minh Nguyen is a devious, modern- 
day pirate who cracks the multibillion- 
dollar corporation’s satellite-broadcasting 
security codes and illegally shares the 
information with 175,000 members of his 
Little Saigon-based international website. 
If Nguyen is right, he’s a falsely accused 
man who knows 
nothing about cor¬ 
porate espionage 
or codes, believes 
firmly in integrity, 
and is being over- 
zealously pursued 
by a corporate giant 
hell-bent on wreck¬ 
ing his life. 

Regardless of 
who is right at this 
point, the 44-year- 
old single father of 
two young boys and a self-described “lit¬ 
tle, ordinary guy” is in a world of serious 
trouble. In March, Dish Network sued 
Nguyen in the Ronald Reagan Federal 
Courthouse in Santa Ana for violating the 
Digital Millennium Copyright Act of 1998. 
The company, which is seeking hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in allegedly lost 
subscriber fees, also successfully obtained 
a temporary restraining order that shut 
down the Little Saigon man’s only source 
of income: ownership of “fta4all”—or 
Free-to-Access Resource Community- 
websites that provided him “a couple of 
hundred dollars” per month. 

If the 3-month-old case has so far 
proved anything, it’s that Nguyen, who 
is unemployed and can’t afford a lawyer, 


is no match for a team of Dish Network 
attorneys. He says he was out of state look¬ 
ing for a job when the company filed the 
case against him in March. The first hint of 
trouble came when he checked on his Go 
Daddy-created websites and found them 
shut down. His next move inadvertently 
violated the restraining order signed by 
U.S. District Court Judge James V. Selna. 

“I thought my sites had been hijacked, 
so I opened a new one for my members,” 
Nguyen recalls. “I didn’t know what 
was happening.” 

By the time Nguyen returned to Orange 
County and saw all of the Federal Express 
home deliveries with legal documents, 
he says he had only two days to reply. He 
didn’t understand most of the legal ter¬ 
minology but researched on the Internet 
how to craft a simple denial letter. 

“I was shocked,” he says. “I have no 
money for a lawyer, and I’ve done noth¬ 
ing wrong. [Dish Network hasn’t] proved 
anything against me, but it’s a case of 
guilty until proven innocent. They say 
I produced decryption codes. Where? 
When? How? Show me? It’s not me. This 
never happened.” 

According to Nguyen, his website was 
free to members and allowed people 
around the world to legally share methods 
to improve reception of free satellite¬ 
broadcasting signals. With the aid of a 
friend working in a building shared by the 
Communist Party of Vietnam in Hanoi, he 
launched the business in 2007. (He says he’s 
not a communist sympathizer, supports pro¬ 
democracy efforts and grew up with a father 
who was a South Vietnamese government 
official.) The income he derived from the 


website was based solely on Google-moni¬ 
tored traffic, he says. In the early years, he 
made “several thousand dollars a month”; 
that amount dropped to about $300 per 
month before the injunction. 

“I had 175,000 members,” says Nguyen. 
“They are using languages I don’t even know. 
I can’t monitor every post, but if I found out 
that somebody posted something illegal, I 
would take it down immediately and ban 
them.... [Dish Network] never contacted 
me before they filed their lawsuit.” 

To back up his point, he cited Dish Net¬ 
work’s complaint against him. The com¬ 
pany’s experts claim they joined Nguyen’s 
site earlier this year, found more than 
30 suspicious messages, and then used 
internal methods to determine that they 
provided satellite-access codes that cir¬ 
cumvented detection systems. The alleged 
piracy-software files given names such as 
“Premier_svlan_26.rom,” “SV360Elite_ 
svlan_es20.rom” and “SV8000HD_svlan_ 
HD20,” according to the lawsuit. 

“I am not a programmer,” says Nguyen. 

“I don’t know what’s in those files. I don’t 
know what they mean. I didn’t put them 
there. If somebody posted those files, [Dish 
Network] should go after them, not me.” 

Nevertheless, the company’s attorneys 
demanded in the subpoena that Nguyen 
promptly give them all his computers, 
hard drives and records relating to the 
piracy of their valuable satellite-broad¬ 
casting signals. This is where the complex 
world of American jurisprudence met 
the sensibilities of an immigrant who 
fled communist Vietnam on a boat as a 
starving, 10-year-old in 1978 and, though 
hardly dumb, speaks un-mastered English

after attending high schools in Cypress 
and Costa Mesa. 

“They asked for all of my things used 
for piracy, but I’m not a pirate so I have 
nothing to give them,” Nguyen reasoned. 

He eventually mailed the lawyers a 
copy of his website business and didn’t 
try to block them from subpoenaing his 
bank and Google-traffic records. “That’s 
all I have,” he tells me. 

But Selna believes Nguyen purpose¬ 
fully ignored his orders by launching a 
new website, failing to attend two court 
hearings and refusing to fully comply 
with the subpoena. 

“No, I am not trying to upset the judge,” 
Nguyen says. “Nobody told me to be in 
court. If they had, I would have been there.” 

Even if inadvertent, annoying a federal 
judge can be costly. The first week of con¬ 
tempt cost Nguyen $1,000 per day. The 
penalty increased to $5,000 per day during 
the second week. Since May 29, the amount 
has been $10,000 every 24 hours. When he 
arrives in court for a July 9 hearing, Nguyen 
likely will face a whopping $482,000 bill 
and the threat of imprisonment from a 
black-robed man who has an army of U.S. 
marshals to enforce his wishes. 

“This is very stressful to me,” Nguyen 
says. “I believe in this country and that you 
work for what you get. This is the lesson I 
always tell my two boys: Work hard, don’t 
take government handouts, and you will 
succeed here.” 

The entire case against him is based on 
a demonstrably false assumption, Nguyen 
says. “If I were a pirate selling access 
codes, wouldn’t I be making money from 
it?” he asked. “Where’s the money? They 
can’t find any because there isn’t any.” 

Nguyen has confidence in juries. In 
2001, police arrested him on six felony 
counts of grand theft. If he had been con¬ 
victed, he likely would have landed in a 
California prison. But an Orange County 
jury found him not guilty of every charge in 
what turned out to be nothing more than a 
dispute with a bitter, ex-business partner. 

“I tried to tell the prosecutor I wasn’t 
guilty, but he didn’t listen,” he recalls. “He 
kept coming after me.” 

In his current legal mess, Nguyen says, 
he told Dish Network lawyers they are 
destroying an innocent man’s life. “They 
don’t care,” he says, sighing heavily. “They 
said I am stealing their satellite signal.” 

Even if he’s on the wrong side of 
Selna, Nguyen believes a future federal 
jury will be fair. 

“They will see this is Goliath against 
the little guy,” he says. “And I hope they 
will let me get on with my life.”

Sala¬ 
zar was a reporter for the Los Angeles Times 
who eventually made a name for himself as a 
columnist, writing on the burgeoning Chicano 
movement, and was killed by a Los Angeles 
County sheriff's deputy's tear-gas canister on 
Aug. 29,1970, while covering a demonstration 
in East Los Angeles against the Vietnam War. 
Chicano activists usually place him on the 
same movimiento mantle as Zapata and Che 
Guevara, but Salazar wasn't a Chicano radi¬ 
cal by any means—he enjoyed fine dinners 
and bought a nice home in Orange County, 
which will probably come as a surprise to 
most, but not to those who actually knew him. 
Most important, Salazar considered himself 
a reporter, period, not the mouthpiece forthe 
Chicano movement. Check out Ruben Salazar, 
Border Correspondent: Selected Writings,

and what should be done about it. That didn't 
stop him from caring about the issue, though: 
He was a muckraker who cared for justice 
for all, and it just so happened that Chicanos 
at the time were being screwed over royally. 

All reporters can learn from Salazar's work 
ethic, but everyone, Latino and not, can also by 
following the mantra he lived by: comfort the 
afflicted, and afflict the comfortable.

T here are three rites of passage for 
American men, and a lot of you ball 
bearers don’t know what they are 
because you either didn’t have a daddy or 
your daddy didn’t raise you right. 

The first two are easy: An American 
buck must get in a fistfight and break a 
woman’s heart so bad she only thinks 
of him when another man gives her a 
“goochy-goochy-goo.” 

Qu’est-ce que trois? ye heathen ask. 
Why, it’s watching a black man preach. 
And that’s exactly what the OCeeker did 
on a recent Wednesday evening at The 
Rock in Anaheim. It’s part of the Inter¬ 
national Church of the Foursquare 
Gospel, a Pentecostal denomination 
erupting from the evangelistic teachings 
of Aimee Semple McPherson, who in 
1923 founded the historic Angelus Tem¬ 
ple in Los Angeles. McPherson believed 
in divine healing. And comedian Milton 
Berle claimed he fucked her. 

Located on Orangethorpe Avenue 
where Anaheim and Fullerton bleed into 
each other, the Rock is one of the fastest- 
growing fellowships in Orange County. 
The OCeeker screwed the pooch three 
times upon his visit. Yes, he parked at the 
wrong building and had to walk a country 
mile. Yes, he accidentally walked into the 
youth service. And yes, he unwittingly 
sat in a seat reserved for old people. On 
the other hand, the long sojourn into the 
service was beautified by a Latina baby 
mama whose high-heeled boots click- 
clacked as though a roadhouse whore was 
cuttin’ a rug to Cash. 

At every entrance, faithful greeters 
held the doors open wide, so the OCeeker 
didn’t have to break his gaze-catching 
stride.

The 
Rock’s modern interior is painted in dark 
green and gold/brown hues, and a wide 
stage supported a full worship band with 
a great-looking blonde with a ring on her 
nuptial finger singing backup. 

Praise and worship was short and 
sweet, with the standard fare of “Jesus 
is beautiful, and I'm creaming my 
soul” lyrics. We all know churches would 
empty in the blink of an eye, but dang it’d 
be nice if real hosses ever took control of 
worship again and started singing songs 
about making Satan tap out. 

Upon the final note of praise, a man 
who resembles legendary Boston Celtic 
Bill Russell took the stage and delivered 
a prayer, the likes of which the OCeeker 
hadn’t heard locally in all his seeking 
days. It wasn’t so much the content that 
struck the soul as it was the cadence. Carl 
McAulay is a senior assistant pastor at 
what appears to be a Mexi-dominated 
church overseen mostly by peckerwoods. 
Sigh. From Plymouth Rock to Anaheim,

McAulay took the pulpit and preached 
the evening’s sermon. His rich drawl at 
times exploded with prophet-like power, 
but his preaching style never plunged 
into the cliched patterns that turn so 
many men o’ God into caricatures. Listen¬ 
ing to McAulay is like sittin’ a spell with 
Gramps on the back porch and downing 
a lemonade on a lazy Saturday after¬ 
noon. Yeah, he’s cool and wise and all, but 
go knucklehead on him, and you’ll find 
yourself behind the woodshed, takin’ a 
hickory stick to the ass. 

McAuley straight-up knows Scripture. 
He quoted countless verses and Bible sto¬ 
ries off the top of his dome as he ambled 
about the stage and gave a one-hour lesson 
on Balak and Balaam. The former was a 
Moabite king who hired the latter to curse 
the children of Israel. Beginning in Num¬ 
bers 22, as ye former Sunday schoolers 
may recall, the story includes a comical 
scene in which the Angel of the Lord 
stops Balaam and his donkey. The donkey 
crushes Balaam’s foot against a wall, and 
the prophet gets pissed and beats her. She 
walks on until seeing the Angel of the Lord 
again, then lays down. Balaam strikes her 
again, and the donkey says (loosely para¬ 
phrased), “What the fuck, asshole?” 

“What the Lord did, he wanted to get 
his attention,” McAuley said. “I’ve seen 
what’s in your heart. I told you to go and 
only to speak what I wanted you to speak, 
but... you’re gonna open your mouth 
and say something you shouldn’t say. So I 
want to make a lasting impression on you; 
I want you to know if you don’t do what I 
say, I’ll kill ya, boy!” 

Preacher man said the Israelites had no 
idea God was protecting them, just as, in 
many cases, his people today can’t see all 
the ways the Lord works to bless them and 
keep them. But later in the story, the chil¬ 
dren of Israel gave themselves over to their 
enemy’s religion and all its perversions. 
McAuley’s take? God never leaves his peo¬ 
ple, but God’s people often leave God. 

A convicting sermon that rightly bal¬ 
anced heady insights with heartfelt wis¬ 
dom, the OCeeker gave it four out five 
offering baskets.

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DOES A NORBERTINE MONASTERY IN SILVERADO CANYON SPELL DOOM FOR GOC 



T he roads into Silverado Can¬ 
yon’s rustic, tucked-away Eden 
crawl east, away from the foot¬ 
hills of Orange and into the Santa Ana 
Mountains. The canyon people know 
each turn and can name the ghosts of 
those who once walked their dusty 
curves—and, along the way, built a 
little paradise among the oak trees, 
California poppies and Mariposa lilies. 

Canyon people are stoked by a 
hand-me-down pride, the kind that 
burns like a mule-headed sun on an 
August afternoon. And whether one is 
warmed by their pride or scorched by 
the fire depends on where one stands 
along the roads. 

Do you stand in God’s country, a vast 
but vulnerable tract of dirt and wood, 
crawling with wildlife, and dappled 
with native plants and ancient creek 
beds, all desperate for man’s protec¬ 
tion? Or do you stand in eternal fields 
ripe for the harvest of 21st-century 
homes and a patch of land that God’s 
priests believe He has given them to 
build a sanctuary away from the heavy 
footstep of modernity and its ever- 
deafening roar? 

Ed Amador—the 57-year-old presi¬ 
dent of the Canyon Land Conserva¬ 
tion Fund, a nonprofit group of about 
400 members dedicated to preserving 
the wildlands of the Santa Ana Moun¬ 
tains and canyons—knows where he 
stands. The Silverado Canyon resi¬ 
dent’s pride burns hot for the history 
and heritage of the place he has called 
home for nearly 20 years. And it has 
been rekindled by what one group 
of canyon residents says is the latest 
incursion of outsiders. 

In January, the Norbertine Fathers 
of Orange, an order of Catholic priests 
that has long practiced the monastic life 
at St. Michael’s Abbey on El Toro Road 
near Cook’s Corner in unincorporated 
Silverado Canyon, bought the property 
commonly known as Holtz Ranch, 
where, in the early 1900s, Joseph Holtz 
built his home near the old Carbondale 
mine, and where his family, over the 
course of 80 years, grew fruits, nuts,

corn and barley; tended 160 bee colo¬ 
nies; and raised turkeys. 

The sparse remains of the ranch, 
including an old storage building and 
stacked-stone pillars, stand among 
desolate fields and woodlands, where 
the Norbertines want to build a new 
abbey and high school, complete with 
athletic fields, guest houses and a 
cemetery for monastery members, a 
sacred space carved from the serene 
landscape at 27977 Silverado Canyon 
Rd. They believe they have a sacra¬ 
mental connection to the property, as 
priests used to say Mass on Sundays in 
a mission chapel that was on the Holtz 
land, a mission that was a part of St. 
Cecilia’s parish in Tustin. 

Amador, a barrel-chested man 
with brown eyes often hidden by sun¬ 
glasses, speaks with a canyon man’s 
passion as he says a faux-rustic abbey 
bustling with believers would bring a 
curse on the land instead of a blessing 
from heaven. 

“It’s real simple,” he says. “It’s a 
severe injury and fatality, a cancer the 
county’s been put on alert about.” 

Indeed, it has. The Canyon Land 
Conservation Fund and other vocal, 
anti-development canyon groups are 
raising awareness at public meetings, 
putting civic officials on notice that 
they’ve won other wars against devel¬ 
opment along Silverado Canyon Road, 
and they’re ready to tangle again. 

In 1977, anti-development groups 
beat back developers seeking to stick 
more than 400 mobile homes on the 
site. A developer in 1989 dropped 
roughly $1.25 million into plans for 167 
homes before turning tail and running. 

In 1999, Las Vegas developer Marnell 
Corrao, which developed the Wynn 
and Bellagio resorts, bought 320 acres 
at a reported $5 million, with designs 
to build 12 mansions on about 70 acres. 
Court battles ensued when Trabuco 
Canyon resident Ray Chandos, who, 
at 62 years old, has lived in the can¬ 
yons for nearly 30 years, led his Rural 
Canyon Conservation Fund in filing a 
successful civil complaint, saying the

Environmental Impact Report (EIR) did 
not properly address impacts on water 
quality and coastal sage scrub mitigation. 

A supplemental EIR was drafted, but soon 
afterward, anti-development residents 
cited a letter from the U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service that said there was evidence 
of the federally endangered Southwestern 
Arroyo Toad, a three-inch, brown-and- 
cream-colored critter that breeds in water 
and was thought to be extinct in the region. 

What dust-up over development would 
be complete without critters getting caught 
up in the crosshairs? The developer said 
earlier studies showed only the toad’s larvae 
in the area. They had a friend in Bill Camp¬ 
bell, supervisor for the county’s Third Dis¬ 
trict, which includes the Holtz Ranch, who 
reportedly said he heard that critics of the 
development may have planted the larvae. 

The county pushed ahead, as the Board 
of Supervisors, with Campbell presid¬ 
ing, approved the project in 2007. The 
canyon people lost an appeal in San Diego 
Superior Court. The developers eventu¬ 
ally pulled up stakes and sold more than 
120 acres to the Norbertines. According to 
the most recent figures from the Orange 
County’s Assessor Department, the patch 
of land is valued at more than $6.1 million. 

It’s a fight for one of the last remain¬ 
ing pieces of Orange County’s wildlands. 
Developers have bludgeoned anti-devel¬ 
opment activists recently—Dana Point 
approved the desecration of oceanfront 
land in 2004 so that developer Headlands 
Reserve LLC could erect a gated tract of 
multimillion-dollar homes—who, though 
bloodied, punch with as much strength 
as they can muster. In the highlands sur¬ 
rounding Fullerton, the vocal Friends of 
Coyote Hills group has for years tried to 
stop Chevron’s Pacific Coast Homes from 
building the controversial West Coyote 
Hills estate-homes project. The Fullerton 
City Council’s most recent action on the 
matter was to send the development agree¬ 
ment to voters in November. But this time, 
the canyon people insist they’re ready. 

SAINT NORBERT was born in 1080 near 
the banks of the Rhine in Xanten, near 
Wesel, Germany. A man who found his 
heavenly calling relatively late in life, St. 
Norbert gave up lustful pursuits at age 30 
while riding to a village near his home¬ 
town. That’s when he was thrown from his 
horse, which was struck by a thunderbolt. 
He remained prone in a near-dead state for 
about an hour, so the story goes. Having 
decided to consecrate himself to the peni¬ 
tent life, St. Norbert became a priest at 35. 

Later, he founded a religious order in 
the diocese of Laon, in France. The order 
was established in the forest of Coucy and 
was little more than a handful of disciples 
living in wood-and-clay huts. The priest 
eventually rose to become the Bishop of 
Magdeburg in Germany, where he died at 
the age of 53. According to St. Michael’s, 
its priests were vaunted teachers in secu¬ 
lar and religious schools alike in Hungary 
until, in the aftermath of World War II, 
as the communists suffocated Eastern 
Europe, private schools were nationalized 
in 1948. The priests faced imprisonment. 

The Norbertine Abbey of Csorna saw 


two small groups of monks flee for the 
United States on different nights in July 
1950, leaving the religious community to 
languish under communist suppression. In 
1957, Cardinal James McIntyre invited the 
monks to teach at Santa Ana’s Mater Dei 
High School, which was then part of the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles. About a year 
later, McIntyre allowed the priests to start 
a new foundation, one that would continue 
to practice their religious traditions. 

In 1961, they bought their first property 
and opened St. Michael’s Junior Seminary 
and Novitiate. Later, the school would 
start a college-preparatory program 
for lay students, and by the 1970s, St. 
Michael’s thrived as a small high school, 
rather than a seminary, according to abbey 
history. By 1995, St. Michael’s Abbey Pre¬ 
paratory School touted itself as the only 
one in the American west to provide an 
all-male residential study program for 
Catholics seeking a secondary education. 

At the same time, St. Michael’s Abbey 
sought to blend the traditions of old- 
school Catholicism with the best of mod¬ 
ern teaching. St. Michael’s became fully 
autonomous as an independent priory of 
the order in 1976, and in 1984, Rome ele¬ 
vated the community to abbatial status, 
according to the abbey. 

It grew its community from a handful 
of members in 1961 to several dozen today. 
In its effort to expand over the past several 
years, St. Michael’s scouted the county for 
a new location, including land off Ortega 
Highway. The new location keeps it in the 
neighborhood and is already zoned for 
a church and school. The priests say the 
hunt for a new home was brought on by 
the “geological instability of our present 
site in Trabuco Canyon.” According to the 
abbey, a piece of its school building was 
lost in the El Nino downpour of 1998, and 
the school bled enrollment. 

But the peaceful abbey has also been 
squeezed by housing tracts, and another 
proposed development, called Saddle 
Creek-Saddle Crest, loomed over it for 
years. The monks vow to keep half of the 
Holtz Ranch land as undeveloped open 
space, integrating gardens, orchards and 
gravel pathways among buildings made 
of wood, stone and other natural materi¬ 
als. They plan to keep the existing Holtz 
Ranch stacked-stone entry pillars and 
believe the project will complement the 


character of the canyon and become an 
area landmark. 

Father Gregory Dick says canyon 
residents can expect “nothing different 
than what they’ve experienced from us 
in 50 years. It’s not like we’re blowing 
our horns by any means, [but] we’ve been 
[here] longer than most of the people in 
the canyons. It’s also true that many peo¬ 
ple didn’t even know we were up on the 
mountaintop, which speaks to itself.” 

The monks also say they have God 
on their side. The Reverend Eugene J. 
Hayes, the abbot at St. Michael’s, wrote 
in a newsletter posted on their website 
that the Lord is leading the Norbertines 
to the land flowing with creeks and hon¬ 
eybees. “The Lord has a plan, and He 
knows what it is and how He will bring it 
about,” he wrote. “All we must do is coop¬ 
erate and receive the things He wills to 
give us. Ultimately, this is what our lives 
come down to: being generous in opening 
ourselves to receive the things the Lord 
wishes to give us, in being unstinting in 
our cooperation even when we don’t see 
the larger picture, even when things don’t 
make immediate sense to us. Because our 
Lord wants to give us more than we can 
fathom, and in preparing us to receive, 

He must often stretch our capacities—and 
stretching is challenging, painful and 
requires cooperation.” 

He—God, that is, and Hayes, for good 
measure—isn’t getting much cooperation 
from many of the canyon people, though. 

“It’s completely out of place with a 
teeny, little, already-dangerous, very-busy 
road with lots of bicycles on the week¬ 
end,” says Chay Peterson, a 25-year can¬ 
yon resident and co-founder of the Can¬ 
yon Land Conservation Fund. Peterson, 

51, would like to see Holtz Ranch return to 
its natural state. She recalls the days when 
the Holtz family still visited the property 
on weekends, when there were remnants 
of old turkey cages and canyon residents 
would take photos with the family. 

Over time, the family stopped visiting, 
the old buildings were abandoned, and 
local kids would make mischief in the his¬ 
toric structures. Perhaps the property can 
be preserved for an open-air museum, 
Peterson says. She could see bees and tur¬ 
keys back on the plot of land, a place that 
could become a cultural center where 
kids would learn about old America and 


settler ranches. Anything but steeples in 
the sky, she reasons. 

“I always felt peaceful looking at it,” 
she says. “Here’s a piece of old ranching 
America right here at the entrance of 
our little town. It was perfect. And then 
when they removed the buildings, it was 
kind of shocking. I had to look at the 
land differently.” 

Peterson is also looking to heaven. 
While the monks believe God has given 
them the land, Peterson, a Christian, is 
seeking divine intervention against what 
she and other canyon residents see as an 
intrusion. They may forgive the abbey’s 
sins, but they won’t forgive its trespasses. 

“There are other Christians who call 
me now, and they feel really disturbed 
by this, and they’re praying the land gets 
preserved,” she says. “The [abbey’s monks 
are] not looking out for the interests of 
the community. They’re looking out for 
their own interests. To a lot of Christians 
in the community, it’s considered a selfish 
move on their part, and I feel strongly in 
that direction.” 

But Dick says the monks, like most can¬ 
yon people, are also looking for solitude. 
They welcome anyone to visit their mon¬ 
astery on El Toro Road to get a glimpse of 
what can be expected at their new home. 

Whether the Norbertine priests will love 
their neighbors as they love themselves 
remains to be seen. But one thing is certain: 
They preach the gospel of property rights. 

In a May 3 letter to Phil McWilliams, 
president of the Inter-Canyon League, 
Susan K. Hori, an attorney for the Nor¬ 
bertines, said the abbey was aware his 
group had used a portion of its prop¬ 
erty for parking on the area commonly 
referred to as “The Riviera” during 
special events at nearby Silverado Com¬ 
munity Center. Hori said St. Michael’s, 
as a gesture of goodwill and support for 
the group’s goals, would like to “discuss 
arrangements to accommodate your 
group’s occasional use of the site.” 

In a letter to naturalist Joel Robinson, 
Hori warned that the abbey was aware of a 
tour he leads along the Riviera. “We trust 
and hope you will confirm that ‘along the 
Riviera’ means that you and your event 
participants will be walking along Sil¬ 
verado Canyon Road, adjacent to the Riv¬ 
iera, and not venture onto the Riviera or 
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the remainder of the property and that any 
examination of the creek be outside of the 
boundaries of the property” Hori wrote. 

Hori went on to write that the Holtz 
Ranch property is not a refuge for local 
wildlife, as stated on a website promoting 
the event, “but rather a private landhold¬ 
ing designated for development in the 
Silverado-Modjeska Specific Plan” and 
that the Riviera itself is private property, 
where trespassing is prohibited, and not 
an accessible piece of old California, as 
also was stated on the event website. 

Robinson replied by email to Hori, say¬ 
ing the area is a historic public right of 
way, that it’s dangerous to walk on the 
road, and that his description of the area 
is accurate. “Wildlife do occur through¬ 
out the property, and the proposed devel¬ 
opment is not within the guidelines of 
the Silverado-Modjeska Specific Plan,” 
Robinson wrote. “It is a historic piece of 
old California and totally visible for any¬ 
one to see.” 

Not all canyon residents are rabidly 
anti-development. Among them is Tom 
Smisek, a canyon man since 1970 who 
fondly recalls when the area had little 
bars and restaurants, even a shooting 
range. Documents such as the Silverado- 
Modjeska Specific Plan, which many can¬ 
yon folks cite to stop new construction, 
are actually not intended to kill all devel¬ 
opment in the canyons, but rather give 
officials guidelines for the balancing act of 
honoring property rights and keeping the 
rural character of the area intact, he says. 

In recent years, Smisek says, “environ¬ 
mental wackos” have cherry-picked the 
Silverado-Modjeska Specific Plan when¬ 
ever they wanted to kill proposed build¬ 
ings, and they’ve stubbornly fought proj¬ 
ects as minute as a new barn. They have a 
hypocritical attitude, he argues, in want¬ 
ing the wild trails and hills for themselves 
and no one else, even opposing new parks 
because restrooms, trash cans and parking 
lots would supposedly scar the land. 

According to Smisek, these wackos 
have complained about traffic from devel¬ 
opment, but they have no problem with 
the caravans of cars and bicycles that 
accompany their Earth-first fund-raising 
booze-fests. Canyon residents who hate 
development won’t think twice about 
cutting fences and tearing down no-tres- 
passing signs, slashing tires on tractors, 
or dumping sugar into gas tanks on con¬ 
struction equipment. 

The monks bear witness. “We’re very 
disappointed,” Dick says. “There’s been 
vandalism of signs we’ve put up. We’re 
in it for the long [haul]... and willing as 
possible to be good neighbors.” 

If environmentalists want to set a good 
example, Smisek reasons, they should 
raze their houses, let their properties 
return to their natural states, and leave. 

But not all canyon folks are wild-eyed 
natives with a flower in one hand and a 
pitchfork in the other. Smisek says there 
are three groups of people in the canyons, 
the largest being the kind who have a 
live-and-let-live attitude and had moved 
there to get away from city life and its 
politics. That group is flanked on one side 
by a small but vocal association of envi¬ 


ronmentalists, and on the other by what 
Smisek believes are “reasonable think¬ 
ers,” those who would fight against the 
likes of Starbucks and Wal-Mart, but have 
no problem with new homes that fit the 
landscape or businesses that could bring 
life back to the quaint downtowns. 

An owner of 15 acres himself, Smisek 
says he’s neither anti-environment nor 
pro-development. He just wants a return 
to the old days, when the canyons were 
bustling with community-oriented busi¬ 
nesses and new neighbors who moved 
in for the same reason—country living in 
Orange County’s back yard. 

And the Norbertines will likely make 
great neighbors, says Smisek, who has 
visited the abbey at El Toro Road. “It’s not 
that they don’t have a track record in this 
area,” he says. “It’s absolutely landscaped. 
It’s quiet and serene. They’re going to build 
some stuff a little bit bigger, but they’re 
peaceful. They’re not about raising hell. 
They’re trying to blend in and be harmoni¬ 
ous. ... They’re going to be good neighbors, 
and they want to do the right thing.” 

STILL, WHILE the Norbertines say their 
move is motivated by geological shifts to 
their property, many canyon residents see 
them playing a game of musical chairs, 
as the noise of Orange County chases the 
monks to a place of solace. 

“When the Saddle Creek-Saddle Crest 
development threatened their area, they 
went out and marched and protested 
development around them, that they were 
there first and had a view and didn’t want 
that ruined,” recalls Peterson. “And we’re 
telling them that we have a rustic commu¬ 
nity. Please listen to us. Please don’t impact 
that. And then they send their attorney, 
and we get no-trespassing signs every¬ 
where. I’m not in a position now to feel for 
them the way they would want a neighbor 
to because they’re not being neighborly.” 

Irvine-based Rutter Development Co. 
wants to build 65 homes at 18514 Santiago 
Canyon Rd., northwest of the intersection 
of Live Oak Canyon and El Toro roads, a 
tractor drive from the abbey. The project, 
which is under review by the county, is 
now simply called Saddle Crest and would 
gobble nearly 114 acres, with roughly 80 
acres designated as open space. 

The project was originally called 
Saddle Crest-Saddle Creek (with a pro¬ 
posed 187 homes) and was part of the 
old 4-S Ranch owned by Erwood Edgar, 
an old-timer who had left his imprint on 
the planning documents for the canyon 
areas, the earliest of which was the Foot¬ 
hill Corridor Plan. After Edgar died, the 
ranch was passed on to his son, who sold 
it to Texas-based land speculator Asset 
Recovery Fund in 1999. 

The speculator proposed developing a 
project known as “Santiago Land Hold¬ 
ings” but fled when the canyon people 
squared up to fight, ultimately selling to 
Rutter Development, which ambled in 
with a 187-unit project, including 46 homes 
set for Saddle Crest along Santiago Canyon 
Road and the remainder, known as Saddle 
Creek, located along both sides of Live Oak 
Canyon Road. More than 1,000 mature oak 
trees would have been destroyed, Rural 
Canyon Conservation Fund’s Chandos says, 
some with 6-foot-thick trunks. 

The county’s planning commission 
approved the project in December 2002, 
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when there was a vacancy on the Board 
of Supervisors—specifically the Third 
District seat that oversees the area where 
the project is located. Todd Spitzer had 
left the seat open following his successful 
election to the state Assembly. 

Rutter Development’s project went 
to the Board of Supervisors and was 
approved in January 2003 without a 
representative from the district in which 
the project sits. Chandos and a gang of 
environmentalist groups, including the 
Endangered Habitats League, challenged 
the board’s decision and lost in Orange 
County Superior Court, but they later 
won in the 4th District Court of Appeals; 
the judges there agreed that approval of 
the project was flawed because both it 
and a proposed amendment to the Foot- 
hill-Trabuco Specific Plan were inconsis¬ 
tent with the county’s General Plan. 

The judges found that the project 
would cause an unpermissible increase 
in traffic on Santiago Canyon Road, that 
the specific plan amendment would’ve 
relaxed regulations otherwise applicable 
to the project, and that the EIR failed to 
properly mitigate the “significant impact” 
of construction interference from noise, 
supply depots and vehicle staging areas. 

So Rutter Development sold the Saddle 
Creek portion of the project to the Land 
Conservancy and the Orange County 
Transit Authority. 

Was it another victory for the anti¬ 
development canyon people? Yes, but 
in Dave Eadie, the president of Rutter 
Development who has more than 40 
years in planning and land-development 
experience, they may have run up against 
someone just as stubborn as they are. 

Suited, booted and speaking with the 
calm cadence of an executive who wasn’t at 
his first planning rodeo, the syrupy-voiced 
Eadie attempted on May 23 to charm the 
planning commission into seeing that a 
series of proposed amendments to the 
Foothill-Trabuco Specific Plan and the 
county’s General Plan would help public 
officials balance development and environ¬ 
mental preservation. The most controver¬ 
sial amendment may be one that deletes 
the word “natural” in relation to the deter¬ 
mination of the 66 percent open-space 
requirement and allows for development 
grading in areas designed as open space. 

Following Eadie’s lead, Mike Huff, a 
certified arborist and forester, attempted 
to quell concerns that Rutter Develop¬ 
ment’s project ties a yellow noose around 
151 oak trees. Huff told the commission 
that most of the trees in the area were 
damaged in recent fires and not good can¬ 
didates for relocation. “Oaks can be relo¬ 
cated, but it’s not an ecological or really 
a very humane thing to do to the oak, to 
be honest,” he argued. The developer’s 
proposal includes preserving 75 percent 
of the current oaks and planting 281 
replacement trees, so that in 10 years, the 
area would boast 2,000 healthy trees. 

Planting trees isn’t the only way Rutter 
Development has offered to help county 
officials. According to the county Regis¬ 
trar of Voters, the developer pitched in 
$1,700 to Patricia Bates’ 2010 campaign 
for election in the Fourth District, as well 
as $1,800 each—the maximum allowed 
under law—to Supervisors Shawn Nelson 
and Janet Nguyen in their most recent 
campaigns and Spitzer, who rolled over 


Deborah Pauly to take the Third District 
seat on the heels of his 2010 firing as a 
senior prosecutor in the Orange County 
district attorney’s office. 

Spitzer, whose oversight will include 
the proposed project site, did not return 
phone messages seeking comment about 
development in the canyons. But a canyon 
man who has been more than willing to 
speak out about Rutter Development’s 
project was at the Planning Commission 
meeting to rebuke Eadie and Saddle Crest. 

Chandos also appeared at the commis¬ 
sion meeting, as though he were a legend¬ 
ary prizefighter, and delivered several 
haymakers on behalf of his group, which 
first petitioned the county to establish 
what became the Foothill-Trabuco Spe¬ 
cific Plan. “The proposal before you is a 
case of the tail wagging the dog, the tail 
being a single development project and 
the dog being the entire Foothill-Trabuco 
Specific Plan and the Orange County 
General Plan,” Chandos said. 

Speaking for many canyon residents, 
Chandos argued that Rutter Develop¬ 
ment’s proposal is a radical, far-reaching 
overhaul of these longstanding policies. 
They fear such amendments would open 
the door for developers to run roughshod 
over the rest of the county’s open spaces. 
“I can’t imagine a better recipe for wide¬ 
spread planning anarchy and confusion,” 
Chandos told the commission. 

Shortly after the meeting, Chandos 
admitted that the long battle against 
development in the canyons has wearied 
him and others who continue to fight. 

“It’s very time-consuming,” he says. 
“We’re all paying for it in time taken from 
work, the lawyer bills. We’ve got lawsuits 
going. We have to sue the county all the 
time. We have made progress in getting 
around 1,000 acres since the plan was 
passed, so that’s been encouraging.” 

THE CANYON roads are busy now, as sum¬ 
mer invites visitors to cycle, hike or drive 
along the same routes laid down long ago 
by those who shared the same love for 
the land, with its faithful landscapes and 
surprising treasures. The long days awake 
to songs of native birds and the rustlings 
of predators and prey. Broiling afternoons 
buzz and moan with the sound of motor¬ 
cycles and a steady stream of cars. 

Smisek says canyon people are a unique 
breed. Sure, they scrap as though they’re 
wildcats when it comes to development 
issues, but when a disaster such as flood¬ 
ing or fire hits, they come together quicker 
than anyone else he knows. But anti¬ 
development folks have a Chicken Little 
attitude about any talk of development, he 
says. “It’s the old ‘not in my back yard’ atti¬ 
tude,” he explains. “Now that we’re here, 
we don’t want anybody else here.” 

As evening falls on the canyons, their 
visitors, renewed by the life-giving pan¬ 
oramas and discovered-again landmarks, 
head home, perhaps to the coast or the 
sprawl of their native cities. The tired sun 
drowns in the west as the canyons flicker 
with headlights, until the footfall of man 
quiets and the night creatures live again. 

Then Smisek asks a question that can 
be answered a thousand ways—or no way 
at all. 

“Save the canyons?” he asks. “What are 
we saving them from?”

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Sit Like a Shogun 

Honda-Ya brings its formidable brand and izakaya food to Fullerton

T he first Disneyland fans to walk 

into Disney World when it opened 
in 1971 might have had the same 
feeling I had eating at the new Honda-Ya 
in Fullerton: happy that something as 
great as the original has been duplicated, 
that more people can experience the won¬ 
ders, but at the same time a little wistful 
that the one that started it all might some¬ 
day be forsaken for the newer and bigger. 
But the expansion of Old Town Tustin’s 
most popular restaurant was as inevitable 
as Disneyland’s. This was, after all, the 
place whose weekend wait times routinely 
were an hour or more. 

Honda-Ya is a Japanese izakaya, a casual 
place to have a bite or two in between 
bottles of Asahi, Kirin or Sapporo. This 
was the restaurant that popularized the 
term in OC and proved to all that Japa¬ 
nese food wasn’t just teriyaki and sushi. 

Its success inspired a mini-izakaya boom 
a few years ago, with none of the new 
entrants rising to its glorious levels. Before 
the Fullerton location opened, Honda-Ya 
begat branches in Little Tokyo and City 
of Industry. With the newest restaurant 
already drawing crowds, you realize that 
Honda-Ya is no longer just a neighborhood 
pub, but rather a branded ambassador of 
all things Japanese food. The exhaustive 
menu is a compendium of ingredients 
and cooking methods—a longer and more 
worthwhile list to leaf through than the 
one at Jerry’s Deli’s and featuring food 
you actually want to eat. You can have just 
about everything here, from the milky 
pork-bone broth of tonkotsu ramen to the 
kooky, mucilaginous charms of the fer- 
mented-soybean delicacy known as natto. 
Heck, there’s even teriyaki and sushi, if 
you’re so inclined. 

With this Fullerton debut, the chain 
finally has a space grand enough to 
match the scale and scope of the menu. 
Where the original Tustin location is 
a narrow squiggle of a restaurant, the 
Fullerton Honda-Ya, claimed from an 
abandoned Sizzler on Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, is a rat maze of booths in a 
building with the square footage of a 
high-school gymnasium. Like the origi¬ 
nal, there’s a tatami room, in which 
customers can sit cross-legged in an 
elevated, reed-matted vestibule where 
no shoes are allowed; here, though, 
it’s three times the size of the original. 
But same as at the Tustin restaurant, 
you will lose the feeling in your legs 
somewhere around minute six. You 
realize there as you do here that your 
couch-potato limbs aren’t suited for 
this traditional Japanese way of sitting. 
But do it anyway. There’s nothing like 
channeling your inner Richard Cham¬ 
berlain as you order food and sake 
while lounging as though you were a 
victorious samurai warrior.

Start by marking off an order ticket 
of yakitori, which sees nearly every part 
of a chicken skewered and roasted over 
white-hot, premium coals called bincho 
tan. The chicken skin, woven to resem¬ 
ble the ruffles of a ballet tutu and ren¬ 
dered to a crisp-chewy curl, is a much 
more satisfying (if slightly greasier) bite 
than plain-old white meat. Meanwhile, 
the bacon-wrapped okra is way more 
interesting than the bacon-wrapped 
asparagus. But nothing in this kushiyaki 
list absorbs the sweet, sweet smoke from 
the coals as do the quail eggs. 

Order the fish cheeks, either from 


salmon or hamachi, in lieu of the 
sashimi. When chopsticks fail to extri¬ 
cate the pudding-soft meat hiding 
under swoops of bone, a finger or some 
determined tonguing will do. Then ask 
for something stewed, such as the buta 
kaku, hunks of pork belly simmered in 
sake and soy until it all reaches a homo¬ 
geneous state of unctuousness. Deep- 
fried foods are too easily ordered here, 
just as at any restaurant. The chicken 
karaage—Japanese chicken nuggets oth¬ 
erwise known as sesame fried chicken— 
is a workhorse, able to function as a full 
meal if you order it as the protein in 
one of the combo dinners, but you can 
also have it a la carte with a squeeze of 
lemon. The soft-shell crab, its legs petri¬ 
fied into crispness, should be dipped 
into the house ponzu and followed by a 
swig of beer. Offset the fried with some¬ 
thing steamed—maybe the homemade 
crab shumais filled with a mousse-like 
paste pursed inside translucent wonton 
skins sculpted into pyramids. 

If I’ve noticed the Fullerton restau¬ 
rant’s parcels have taken on a machine- 
formed neatness, less lumpy than those 
I ate at the Tustin branch nearly 10 years 
ago, it may just be the nostalgic part of 
me taking over. Don’t mind it. It’s the 
same kind of misplaced wistfulness that 
has those old Disneyland fogeys still 
talking fondly of E-tickets.

Eat Like 
an Egyptian 

AL-OMDA EGYPTIAN CAFE

A nyone who thinks the cuisine of the 
Middle East is uniformly healthy—the 
freshness of tabbouleh, the lightness of 
hummus and babaghanoush, the vegetar¬ 
ian delight that is a falafel—has never tried 
Egyptian food, a culinary tradition built on 
gargantuan plates, communal eating and a 
love of fried stuff. Most emblematic of this 
is the koshari at Al-Omda Egyptian Cafe in 
the far reaches of Little Arabia in Garden 
Grove. Our own Yasmin Nouh (who's of partial 
Egyptian descent) calls it Egyptian lasagna, 
and she's almost right—in addition to moun¬ 
tains of pasta and lentils drowned by tomato 
sauce, there is a blizzard of fried onions, so 
many thatyou'll pause to remind yourself that 
you're at the county's second Egyptian res¬ 
taurant and not a greasy spoon. But koshari's 
crowning achievement is its accompanying 
sauce: half-vinaigrette, half-garlic, all about 
the pungent punch that ties all of the koshari's 
parts together. You could share the dish, but 
you're already fat, so pass it along the table 
just as everyone else is doing, fighting over 
every last strand and lentil. 

Al-Omda ("the mayor" in Egyptian Ara¬ 
bic) is a gem of a place, a tiny spot that just 
debuted an outside hookah area already 
patronized by Arab-Americans of various 
nationalities and religions, all united under 
the promise of food almost impossible to 
find in Southern California. An order of 
tahmaya is the usual starter—what we'd 
call falafels, but made with fava beans and 
onions, topped with sesame seeds, and 
served alongside tahini. It's the tart sophis¬ 
ticate to falafel's earthy country cousin, and 
while most tables get an order, you can also 
eat them inside a pita as a sandwich. But a 
much better sandwich choice is the hawa- 
wash, a fried flatbread stuffed with ground 
beef, peppers and even more onions (what's 
with the Egyptian love affair with onions?). 
Although the presentation is a bit floppier 
than I'd like, the combo of grease, spice and 
the sweetened meat inside will make you 
forget shawerma sandwiches ever existed 
(although they're here as well, and very 
good). Bring a bigger crowd, and orderthe 
roasted duck, rabbit or pigeon stuffed with 
rice, all served family-style and with a sauce 
prepared from the bitter molokhaya leaf. 

The restaurant is still adjusting to the big 
time—one day, I showed up for lunch only 
to see Al-Omda completely emptied out. I 
thought it was closing for good, but it turned 
out the place was being remodeled, with 
one addition being a gorgeous mural of a 
literal oasis in the shadow of the Pyramids, 
as apt a metaphor for Al-Omda as any.

hough Pizza e Vino is in Rancho 
Santa Margarita, owner Greg Pug¬ 
liese should be the unofficial city 
ambassador for San Clemente. He not only 
resides there and prefers the beach, but he 
also enjoys dining close to home.

Your earliest food memory: 

Mom’s holiday feasts! No matter how 
many people would be coming over to the 
house, no matter how little space we had, 
mom ALWAYS made it work! And to top it 
off... it was always delicious! She would 
always start cooking the day before, and 
there would always be too much food. She 
definitely is the reason I got into cooking. 
Favorite meal growing up: 

My aunt’s steak dinner. She made it every 
time she came to watch me when my 
parents went out! It was a simple roasted 
steak, medium-rare, with blanched broc¬ 
coli and mashed potatoes. Everything was 
simple and seasoned perfectly. I looked 
forward to it every time!! 

Your best recent food find: 

The fish tacos created by chef Jared Cook 
at St. Roy Chef’s Pub at Vine in San Cle¬ 
mente. [Editor’s note: They used to work 
together at Crow Bar.] The spicy aioli 
takes it to a whole new level! 

How easy is it to import a wood-burning 
oven from Italy? 

The importing of the oven is not that hard. 
We actually had the window taken out so 
they could bring everything in and put it 
all together. The more difficult part is actu¬ 
ally finding the perfect oven to produce 
the products that you desire. It was a per¬ 
fect size for the restaurant. [Editor’s note: 
They have a full ventilation system that 
runs through the back and up the side of the 
building. So all you ever smell is good pizza]

What makes Neapolitan pizza different 
from pizza in other regions of the world , 
such as New York?

Braised Bacon at Break of Dawn

ny Break of Dawn regular goes 
through phases with chef Dee 
Nguyen’s diverse offerings. I first 
obsessed over the tempura eggs before 
flirting with various other options: the 
cinnamon roll, sausage and rice, breakfast 
skillet, Benedict, and kabocha squash 
soup with spring rolls for dipping. 

My latest love is the $6 side—or rather, 


slab—of braised bacon. That might seem 
like a pretty penny for a side dish, but this 
pig’s the $5 milkshake of morning swine: 
pork belly cured for seven days in ginger, 
rosemary and black pepper, then dried 
overnight, smoked and finally braised in 
the oven until it slumps from the weight 
of its own juices. The result is sliced thick, 
then seared to order and served with a 
vibrant smear of beet emulsion, a streak of 
tomato and raisin “fondue,” and soy syrup. 

Each piece delivers three distinct tastes 
and textures: crunchy, salty skin; a bright- 
white, inch-thick stripe of greasy, melting 
pork fat; and fall-apart strands of meat. 
The sauces impart sweetness and tang to 
cut through so much richness. Add two 
eggs and a Vietnamese coffee, then call it 
a day. It doesn’t get much better than this.

Templeton Rye 

I owa is known for many things—pork, 
dairy, Lutherans, Starfleet captains—but 
production of alcoholic beverages isn't high 
on many people's list of lowegian exports. 
Until relatively recently, it was a 3.2% beer 
state, wine production was limited to the 
Germans in the Amana colonies and a few 
vineyards that crept over the river from 
Galena, Illinois. And spirits? Nah. 

Nevertheless, there are some old men 
in the town of Templeton in the western 
part of the state—the part that's so flat 
you can watch your dog run away for 
three days straight—who would beg to 
differ. They're making small batches of 
one of the most gentle rye whiskies on the 
planet, rye that makes the best Manhattan 
you'll ever stir up, rye whose limited distri¬ 
bution is causing a frenzy of hype. 

Templeton Rye, which started back in 
the 19th century and was a favorite of Al 
Capone, hasn't been available outside of 
Iowa and Illinois for very long. The distill¬ 
ery lay abandoned for many years after 
repeal, and was only restarted a few years 
ago. The recipe? Known only to those old, 
probably euchre-playing old men. These 
days, due to demand (but it's still only 
available in a handful of states), some of 
the Templeton Rye is distilled in Indiana, a 
move necessitated by a thirsty country and 
the need to expand the facilities and hire 
staff in a small town. Eventually, though, 
the plan is to have all Templeton Rye dis¬ 
tilled, bottled and distributed from its origi¬ 
nal source: Templeton.

Is Bared 


Magic Mike reveals its cast 
but is no revelation

W hen ChanningTatum stood up 
and revealed his bare ass to the 
camera a minute or two into 
Steven Soderbergh’s Magic Mike— which 
the actor conceived of and produced 
based on his own experience as a teenage 
dancer in an all-male exotic revue—the 
audience in my screening burst into a 
near-unanimous extended cheer. The 
gifts that made him a viable exotic dancer 
at age 18 have recently made the 32-year- 
old Tatum the male movie star of the 
moment. His appeal is based on working- 
class humility paired with otherworldly 
charisma, an impossible body and the 
intelligence to make his use of it seem 
effortless. Now, as then, he never fails to 
give us what we paid to see. But what is 
he really revealing? The highly calculated 
Magic Mike is pure Hollywood self¬ 
mythology: a neo-Depression musical, a 
wish-fulfillment fantasy for shitty times, 
an origin-of-the-star story and a projec¬ 
tion of that star’s hoped-for future. 

Tatum’s Mike is the main attraction at 
Xquisite, a Tampa pop-up strip club whose 
male dancers cater to an all-female clien¬ 
tele. Stripping is just one of wannabe furni¬ 
ture designer Mike’s many jobs; on a roof¬ 
ing gig, he’s assigned to mentor scrappy 
newbie Adam (Alex Pettyfer), a 19-year-old 
rebel with neither cause nor clue, who 
recently fucked up a football scholarship 
and sought refuge on the couch of his shit- 
together sister Brooke (intriguing new¬ 
comer Cody Horn). Mike, his own career 
peaking at age 30, takes pity on the penni¬ 
less Adam and brings him into the Xquisite 
fold. That seems to be the way things go 
around there; Mike himself was discovered 
on the street by Dallas (Matthew McCo- 
naughey), the club’s manager/main hustler, 
who keeps talking about moving the show 
to Miami and dangling equity in front of 
his stars to keep them invested. As young 
Adam embraces this new world of easy 
cash and responsibility-free pussy, Mike, 
natch, increasingly wonders if there’s a dif¬ 
ferent/better life available to him, particu¬ 
larly because neither the fetching Brooke 
nor a bisexual academic played by Olivia 
Munn seem inclined to see a male stripper 
as anything but a fuck buddy. 

The film suggests the ladies’ prejudices 
are valid. “Who’s got the cock?” Dallas 
asks Adam during his first dance lesson. 
“You do. They don’t.” The idea that these 
Kings of Tampa, as members of the ragtag 
strip crew call themselves, are giving the 
local housewives and sorority girls some¬ 
thing they don’t have and desperately 
need is stated several times in earnest 
dialogue, but the actual transactions are 


shown as farce. (The movie’s cruelest 
joke is snuck into a wacky-times montage: 
One of the dancers lifts an eager fat girl 
out of the crowd ... and throws his back 
out.) That this film contains an ironic, 
patriotic, July 4 dance spectacular—with 
McConaughey as Uncle Sam leading a 
brigade of topless boys in fatigue pants 
in choreography belaboring the connec¬ 
tion between automatic weapons and 
anatomical ones—is a given, right? No less 
spectacular than this sleazy homage to 
Holiday Inn is the scene in which Tatum 
dons upstanding-citizen drag to apply for 
a small-business loan. Told his low credit 
rating brands him as a “distressed” client, 
Mike fires back, “I read the news. I know 
the ones in distress are y’all.” 


Occupy Chippendales? If only. The 
few moments wherein Magic Mike calls 
American institutions into question 
are undercut and overshadowed by the 
film’s dated insistence on the dream of 
legitimacy. Mike and friends move in a 
cash-only society, hitting a glass ceiling 
any time they try to pass in the straight 
world. This milieu, typical and unremark¬ 
able in so much current European cin¬ 
ema, is given in Magic Mike a retrograde, 
cautionary spin. In this under-the-table 
economy, it’s a slippery slope from cruis¬ 
ing Craigslist for day-labor gigs to showing 
one’s ass for tips to big-money drug deals. 
Eventually, someone drives away from the 
strip club in tears, not because this is a 
plausible turn of events for the character, 


but because that’s what has to happen in a 
Hollywood movie about the sex industry. 

An extremely conventional backstage 
story, Magic Mike is occasionally enlivened 
by Soderbergh’s aesthetic curveballs—the 
halo-shaped lens flares suggesting Adam’s 
halcyon view of the club; a long night of 
debauchery with major plot consequences 
rendered as an experimental study in 
color and shadow. But the denouement, 
built around the hoariest of contrivances 
concerning the cyclical nature of stardom, 
squarely casts its lot against self-commod- 
ification, by extension damning the mar¬ 
gins and endorsing the mainstream. 

That throws a wet blanket on the 
movie’s primary point of interest: its self¬ 
reflexive portrait of three distinct points 
in the Hollywood himbo life cycle. As the 
still ogle-worthy old-timer, McConaughey 
is Magic Mike’s most wasted asset. Dallas’ 
onstage patter incorporates the actor’s 
most identifiable catchphrase—“all right, 
all right, all right!”—which he injected 
into the popular imagination via Richard 
Linklater’s Dazed and Confused. In that 
film, McConaughey’s Wooderson was the 
older guy who continued to hang around 
teenagers, almost vampirically. Twenty 
years later, McConaughey is essentially 
performing the same function here. But 
why? At the most fascinating moment in 
his career, McConaughey gets stuck with 
an underwritten role that demands physi¬ 
cal exposure, but is (sorry) only skin-deep.

PEOPLE LIKE US People Like Us is a 
certifiable adult drama built atop sturdy 
thematic supports, a rare enough item 
these days, though it's telling that the 
movie was originally titled Welcome to 
People, after a self-help workbook within 
the film. Sam (Chris Pine), a career- 
obsessed New York wheeler-dealer, is 
reeled back to hometown LA upon the 
death of his father, who had a multiplati¬ 
num record as a 70s music producer/ 

AR man but was a flop as a dad. Once 
home, Sam is charged with executing 
his father's estate, delivering a fat cash 
inheritance—money Sam desperately 
needs—to Frankie (Elizabeth Banks), 
the half-sister he never knew he had. 
Although he wins the trust of Frankie, 
an overextended bartender, and her 
son, Josh (Michael Hall D'Addario), Sam 
can't bring himself to reveal his actual 
identity. (Considerable disbelief must be 
suspended to buy Sam's agonizing delay, 
not much aided by an adequate-but- 
superficial performance from country- 
club-golf-pro handsome Pine.) Alex 
Kurtzman, making his directorial debut, 
has previously worked with his People 
Like Us co-writer Roberto Orci on a 
bevy of blockbusters ( Transformers, Star 
Trek ) and knows howto tickle a crowd, 
here granting D'Addario lots of world- 
weary little-old-man wisecracks toward 
that end. Kurtzman and Orci deserve 
credit for defying cliche, raining out the 
ultimate gratification of what might be 
another rom-com courtship between 
Pine and Banks and instead creating a 
movie that's overcast with incestuous 
dramatic irony. Ultimately, however, 
People Like Us is infected with the "life- 
affirming" pox; this means making a 
narrative priority of redeeming everyone 
before adequately explaining them. (PG- 
13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

TED Fans of Seth MacFarlane's Fox main¬ 
stay Family Guy who wish he would run 
afoul of FCC regulations every week 
might be pleased with Ted, the story of a 
35-year-old man and his foul-talking teddy 
bear. Plushies, too, might be turned on by 
the pot-smoking, whore-banging CGI toy 
ursus of the title, voiced by MacFarlane, 
making his feature-directing debut, which 
he co-scripted with Family Guy writers 
Alec Sulkin and Wellesley Wild. Other 
specialized demographics—namely, 
anyone older than 15 who can't claim 
membership in either of the above 
groups—might sit in the theater in stony 
silence. Ted's overextended, desultory 
104 minutes—which include a kidnap¬ 
ping, a car chase, a set piece propelled 
by Tiffany's "I Think We're Alone Now" 
video, and a Norah Jones concert—also 
operate on the premise that audiences 
can't resist having their baser instincts 
appealed to over and over again, espe¬ 
cially when the filthy talk, gay panic, and 
racist jokes pour forth from as dissonant 
a figure as a stuffed animal. But does 
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the bear really look that dissimilar to—or 
function that much differently from—Seth 
Rogen, Jonah Hill, Jason Segel, or any 
other round-bellied bad influence from 
movies made under the sign of Apatow 
during the past five years? Like its buddy- 
movie predecessors, Ted has a soft, 
squishy ending, one meant to vindicate 
the girlfriend (Mila Kunis) who insists 
John grow up, even if the film has so little 
use for her—or any female who doesn't 
want to spread her legs for Ted. (R)

SAFETY NOT GUARANTEED With her 
high cheekbones, feline brown eyes, and 
heart-shaped mouth, actress Aubrey 
Plaza is bombshell hot. But in an unusual 
twist for a twentysomething performer, 
Plaza's natural foxiness is a resource 
that has gone largely unexploited. She's 
never cast purely to pretty up the place. 

If anything, she's there to put the pretty 
in their place. All of which makes it inter¬ 
esting that Safety Not Guaranteed—a 
road-trip rom-com with a light sci-fi 
spin that screenwriter Derek Connolly 
wrote with Plaza in mind—is both the 
first big starring role for Plaza and also 
the first movie to acknowledge her hot¬ 
ness. Reporter Jeff (Jake Johnson), on 
assignments write an expose on a guy 
searching for a time-travel partner, sug¬ 
gests that his intern Darius (Plaza) use 
the fact that she's a "beautiful woman" to 
get the story. A typical Plaza tough cookie 
patly softened by her pre-opening-credits 
admission that her sarcastic facade can 
be traced back to the death of her mom, 
Darius calls Jeff out for "dangling my 
vagina out there like bait." And then she 
does what she's told to gain entry into the 
weird world of Kenneth (Mark Duplass), 
a hermit loner who claims to have built 
a time machine. Plaza and Duplass have 
an easy, charming chemistry, and plot 
contrivances aside, as indie-film nerd- 
mances go, this one is genuinely sweet.

SEEKING A FRIEND FOR THE END 
OFTHE WORLD What's missing from 
first-time director Lorene Scafaria's 
Steve Carell-vehicle misfire is the one 
element any apocalypse narrative suf¬ 
focates without—urgency. Scafaria has 
created an end-times comedy that's by 
turns bizarrely affectless and prattlingly 
manic, much like its dual protagonists, 
insurance salesman Dodge Petersen 
(Carell at his most downcast) and his 


perky neighbor Penny (a seriously 
unwound Keira Knightley), who light out 
together—along with a charming ter¬ 
rier—days before an asteroid is set to 
destroy the planet. Their goals: to track 
down his first love and a flight to the U.K., 
so Penny can spend doomsday with the 
folks. The reckonings and realizations fly 
once Seeking a Friend for the End of the 
World hits the road, and for all the absur¬ 
dity of these characters achieving per¬ 
fectly articulated peace with their past 
demons as the world ends (I'm guessing 
pants-shitting panic would be more the 
norm), it's a relief after the excruciatingly 
unfunny first act in which Scafaria (who 
also wrote the film) floats the notion that 
sticking to routine in the presence of 
overwhelming chaos is a way of giving 
life meaning. That's fair, but she conveys 
this with so little irony or insight that 
Dodge's workmates, domestic servant, 
and a T.G.I. Friday's-esque waitstaff come 
off more as morons than heroes. Seeking 
a Friend achieves the colorless tedium 
of a safe, dozy dream of catastrophe 
instead of anything like the real deal. (R)

YOUR SISTER'S SISTER Beginning with 
a bilious toast and ending with a group 
hug, Lynn Shelton's Your Sisters Sister 
expertly makes us squirm for about half 
its running time only to soothe us with 
empty pop-psych declarations. With 
each character in its central romantic 
triangle hiding a secret, the dialogue 
in Your Sister's Sister is often a funny 
combination of stammers, overexplain¬ 
ing, and nervous backtracking. This 
anodyne-by-design talk often gives way 
to lacerating revelations: "There'll be 
no talking behind anyone's back in this 
house," declares Jack (Mark Duplass) at 
breakfast in the idyllic cabin he winds up 
sharing with half-sisters Iris (Emily Blunt) 
and Hannah (Rosemarie DeWitt), who, 
self-medicating with tequila after leaving 
her girlfriend of seven years, has abys¬ 
mal 90-second sex with Jack. In these 
moments, the largely improvised script 
works well, exposing the jabs and par¬ 
ries of passive-aggressive behavior. It all 
unravels—rapidly and inexorably—how¬ 
ever, becoming another movie entirely, 
filled with montages of cuddles, walks 
in the woods, and a regressed man's 
epiphany in a diner—a "healing" arc 
nearly indistinguishable from that found 
in nearly every comedy hybrid playing 
in multiplexes.

How the Church of the 
Foothills let the Mysterium 
Theater Co. use its 
grounds as a home base

T he Church of the Foothills made 
headlines—and attracted a small 
group of protesters—when it 
approved a Los Angeles theater troupe’s 
production of Terrence McNally’s Corpus 
Christi (the so-called “gay-Jesus play”) in 
2009 at its Santa Ana/Tustin digs. It was a 
fitting testament to the progressive nature 
of this Christian church, which touts 
itself as open to people of all religious 
backgrounds and genders. 

Yet Marla Ladd had reservations when 
the church contacted her two years 
ago, asking her if she’d like to move her 
Orange-based theater company, Mys¬ 
terium, into its original chapel. In fact, 
when she and her husband drove to the 
property the first time and saw that, yes, 
it really was a church, “we just turned 
around and left,” she says. 

But after Ladd realized that the city 
of Orange’s building department wasn’t 
exactly laying out a welcome mat to stay in 
the facility she had been in since 2009, she 
moved Mysterium in late 2010 to this tiny 
strip of unincorporated county land (with a 
Santa Ana ZIP code, but considered North 
Tustin). “I was clear from the start that I 
couldn’t do this with someone telling me 
what I could or couldn’t do,” says Ladd, who 
has directed in Orange County for more 
than 20 years. “And [the church has] been 
great about that.” 

Mysterium uses the church’s original 
chapel—located steps from its current 
house of worship—for its mainstage 
shows and the preschool as dressing 
rooms, storage and rehearsal space. The

school’s playground hosts its summer 
series of four Shakespeare plays. (Plus, 
there are rehearsals happening on the drive¬ 
way of Ladd’s Orange home. “We have a 
really big driveway,” she says.) 

Mysterium’s current mainstage show is 
the musical version of Spring Awakening, 
a sexually charged coming-of-age tale not 
suitable for those younger than 17. Run¬ 
ning with that piece is the comedic The 
Complete Works of William Shakespeare 
(Abridged). There’s also a children’s show 
on weekends, Charlotte’s Web. The second 
of the four Shakespeare plays, The Mer¬ 
chant of Venice, opens this weekend. 


That’s four shows now running, and 
there are three upcoming productions in 
rehearsal. “If I didn’t already have gray 
hair, I would by now,” Ladd says. 

In 2008, she and her husband, Robert, 
were hit by the economic downturn. She 
had been teaching theater at four college 
campuses, but she found herself down to 
one gig, an opera-theater workshop at Cal 
State Fullerton, where she has taught for 20 
years. Then her engineer husband was laid 
off. “We figured if we were ever going to get 
our dream, the time was now,” she says of 
their decision to start a theater company. 

She is Mysterium’s artistic director, and 


Robert—who is also a painter, photographer 
and sculptor—is the technical director. 
They’re helped by production manager Lisa 
Garcia. But the heart and soul of the theater 
are the dozens of young, energetic thespians 
who have joined their unorthodox scheme. 

An infectious energy abounds, but it 
doesn’t necessarily translate into ticket 
sales. The Ladds are using their retirement 
savings to fund the theater, which recently 
received nonprofit status. As at any theater, 
it’s a constant scramble just to pay the bills. 

The need to drive box office is appar¬ 
ent in the number of productions Myste¬ 
rium will mount this year: 24. (Last year, 
it produced nine.) While Ladd would 
love to produce edgier stuff, new work or 
classic plays—which she has done with 
pieces such as The Laramie Project and 
Spring Awakening— she has to balance 
that with such shows as The Pirates of 
Penzance and Camelot. 

The most unusual of the Shakespeare 
plays this summer may be Othello, which 
opens July 21 and is directed by Ladd. 

As you may remember, Othello is sub¬ 
titled The Moor of Venice and usually fea¬ 
tures a black, male actor in the title role. 
But Ladd couldn’t find one. So, befitting 
Mysterium’s unorthodox methodology, 
she went outside the box: Her Othello 
is a lesbian. “I thought, Why am I killing 
myself trying to find a man of color who is 
available and strong enough for the role?”’ 
Ladd recalls. She had other actors capable 
of pulling it off, she believed. Though it 
started out as a joke, when one of those 
actors, Rose London, commented she could 
play the role, the more Ladd thought about 
it, the more the notion gained traction. 

“What is the play really about? Two 
people who are not allowed to marry 
each other for whatever reason,” she says. 
“What they want is against the law, and 
they’re considered outsiders, and isn’t 
that what’s happening today?”

Pedal 
to the 
Metal 


Local guitar shop 
Dawn of the Shred 
turns hunting 
for vintage accessories 
into an art form

O n a recent Friday night, Andy Zipf 
and Sam West were in the far- 
back corner of East Long Beach’s 
Dawn of the Shred, warming up for the 
gear shop’s first in-store performance. Zipf 
plucked at a new semi-hollow prototype 



from Wilmore Guitars, the Long Beach- 
based company that organized the event. 

Plugged into a white Marshall amplifier, 
the handmade guitar sounded warm and 
clean, almost dreamy in tone. The singer/ 
songwriter smiled to himself; gliding from 
note to note, he looked genuinely aston¬ 
ished as he faced West at the drum kit. 
“This guitar is really cool,” he whispered. 

“I know,” West slowly mouthed back. 

This is the reaction most musicians 
have when trying out stuff at Dawn of the 
Shred, a store specializing in handcrafted 
and small-batch amps, guitars and effects 
pedals. In its cavernous storefront across 
from Heartwell Park, you won’t find any 
mediocre Boss distortion pedals or Fender 
Stratocaster gift packs—just a generous 
selection of small, quality brands; select 
vintage finds; and owner James Demetra, 
who is more than happy to help you navi¬ 
gate through it all. “I genuinely enjoy sell¬ 
ing stuff,” says the scruffy, heavily inked 
Demetra. “I love those moments when 
everything clicks, such as when a musi¬ 
cian has found what he’s looking for in the 
store and is playing it through the right 
pedal or the right amp. It all becomes one, 
if I can get overly romantic about it.” 

A doom-metal guitar player with a 
decade-long interest in boutique music 
equipment, Demetra is a Texas trans¬ 
plant who ran through jobs in Houston’s 
tattoo and culinary industries before 
landing at the Art Institute of California, 
Orange County in Santa Ana. But learn¬ 
ing about art only stifled his visual cre¬ 
ativity, he says. After selling name-brand 
gear in the accessories department at 
Guitar Center in Lake Forest, he decided 
to quit and invest his final paycheck in 
becoming an online dealer for the grow¬ 
ing number of small pedal builders he’d 
discovered over the years. 

He finally opened his store last 
December. Demetra’s pickiness when 
it comes to his own gear easily rubs off 
on his business. “The fact that I’m more 
of a rhythm player helped push me into 
the boutique side of things,” he explains. 


“I got more obsessed with how things 
sound because if I’m going to play fewer 
notes, they better sound good.” 

As with other industries shifting from 
commercial production methods and 
retail chains (think craft beer, specialty 
coffee, slow food), music equipment is 
also taking a more organic path. 

In Orange County—the longtime home 
of Rickenbacker electric guitars (favor¬ 
ites of a little band called the Beatles) 
and birthplace of the Stratocaster—com¬ 
panies such as Divided By 13 Amplifica¬ 
tion, Morgan Amps and Shadow Ampli¬ 
fication are leading the way with locally 
hand-crafted amps. Fullerton’s Creepy 
Fingers is the county’s only boutique 
pedal producer, with such models as 
Fuzzbud, Sugarboost and Doomidrive all 
hand-soldered by Brad Davis (bassist for 
stoner-rock band Fu Manchu) and avail¬ 
able at Dawn of the Shred. 

For effects pedals, the step away from 
mass-produced worship is nothing new. 
In the 1990s, bands such as Dinosaur Jr. 
and Pavement reignited interest in analog 
stompboxes that first appeared in the 
1960s. Fueled by low buy-in costs and 
the availability of schematics, starter kits 
and how-to guides on the Internet, pedal 
geeks (“Pedal-philes just sounds wrong,” 
jokes Demetra) in garages across the 
country are now making custom devices 


at such a rate that, Demetra says, he could 
add two new pedal brands per month and 
not run out of options for a long time. “I 
try to find a balance between wanting 
to put everything in the shop and being 
selective so it’s not too cluttered,” he says. 

But the ease of buying and selling 
niche equipment via the Internet also 
creates a barrier for buyers who have 
no idea how the equipment will actually 
sound on their rigs. Since Guitar Center 
and Sam Ash only stock midlevel (read: 
larger production) boutique labels, if 
at all, and Tone Merchants closed its 
Orange location last year, Dawn of the 
Shred is currently the only local spot to 
test equipment from companies such as 
Creepy Fingers, Verellen Amps, Earth- 
Quaker Devices and Blackout Effectors. 

“If you like a pedal you find online, 
that’s great for putting it on a list, but you 
need to hear it through your own gear to 
know for sure if it’s what you want,” says 
Demetra. “We know what different prod¬ 
ucts sound like here, and we’re here to 
help eliminate factors from the equation.”

DEAR EXENE: I'm 16 years old, and for as 
long as I can remember, my brother, sister 
and I have been told by my mom that we 
"drive her to drink." She's a single parent, 
raising us by herself for the past eight 
years since my dad left. Since then, my 
relationship with her as the oldest daugh¬ 
ter has been strained. We fight constantly 
over the same thing: She thinks I don't live 
up to her standards (a good GPA, hanging 
with the wrong crowd, etc.), and I resent 
the fact that she seems to go on autopilot 
as a mom during the week, sticking me 
with a lot of the responsibility of raising 
my brother and sister—it's basically a 
full-time job. I feel like my life is way more 
stressful than that of other kids my age. 
After a big argument, she has this ritual 
of pouring a shot of tequila in front of me 
and my siblings and tells us that this is the 
only way she can deal with living with us. 
Then she'll usually just go to her room and 
stay there until she feels like apologizing or 
pretending as though nothing happened. 
Do you have any idea how to deal with 
this kind of verbal abuse and explain it to 
my brother and sister in a way that might 
make sense to them? Maybe I'm looking 
for someone to explain it to me, too.

DEAR SHANNON: I would recommend 
going to an Alateen meeting, which is part of 
Al-Anon. You are the caregiver to your siblings 
and your mother. You should be a teenager, 
with your own concerns and responsibilities— 
and with a mother taking care of you. I think 
Alateen would help you a lot. You would meet 
other young people in your situation and learn 
some excellent coping skills, improve your self¬ 
esteem and get help in understanding what is 
going on with your mother. 

Your mother chooses to drink, blame and 
abdicate her responsibilities. And though one 
parent raising three children is difficult, lots of 
people do it and don't blame their children for 
the situation. Being helpful to your siblings and 
mother is commendable, but running the whole 
show is just too much to ask. Often, this pattern 
of having to be the caregiver of a parent extends 
into adult relationships. In other words: the girl¬ 
friend who supports the boyfriend, the wife who 
works full-time and still does all the housework, 
the overburdened mother taking on the kids 
responsibilities. These are all the places you 
don't want to go. You can have a great life and a 
great future. And it's not your fault.

Brain Games 

Lower Dens’ brand of electro rock is for advanced 
(and slightly depressed) humans only

B efore he started working on a record 
called Nootropics, Lower Dens 
bassist Geoff Graham had never 
heard of the term, but you can hardly 
fault him for that. Odds are you haven’t 
either. Pronounced “no-uh-tro-picks,” it 
refers to substances—usually nutrients, 
plant extracts and chemicals—that boost 
cognitive functions by playing with the 
brain’s supply of neurochemicals, caus¬ 
ing unnatural evolvement: remembering 
things more clearly, being more aware of 
your surroundings, feeling more motivated 
or creative. It’s the perfect subject for the 
crafty, Baltimore-based five-piece, whose 
new songs focus largely on the effect of 
drugs that increase the brain’s functioning 
and lead to superhuman perfection. 

“Plus, we liked the name and the fact 
that probably nobody would know how 
to pronounce it,” Graham says. “It’s not a 
reference to how we made the album or 
what we do with our bodies.” 

Led by Jana Hunter—a psych-folk art¬ 
ist who miraculously transitioned into 
electronica—Lower Dens combine tradi¬ 
tional four-piece instruments with analog 
synthesizers, the result being a murky, 
alluring trip-hop soundscape with a 
post-punk frame. Nootropics (released in 
May on Ribbon Music) is a kaleidoscope 
of gloomy, inexplicable dreams—a soft, 
ominous, Kraftwerk-influenced offering 
that moves methodically and thought- 
provokingly through all 10 tracks. Hunter 
keeps her lyrics vague and sparse but has 
elaborated on the album’s subject matter 
throughout several interviews. “Brains,” 
for example, is about “anxiety over tech¬ 
nology, like the very modern kind of anxi¬ 
ety over artificial intelligence,” she says. 
And “Alphabet Song” is an examination 
of man’s relationship to his animal self. 
While some songs hinge on these kinds of 
esoteric concepts, others just seem down¬ 
right depressing. For example, “Lamb” is 
a darkwave lamentation built on icy keys 
and sterile drums that imagines the lonely 
existence of a human immortal. 

Despite veering into science fiction, 
Graham says, the album’s fascination 


with neurobiology and robots is rooted 
in our concrete, human desire to be bet¬ 
ter than what we are. “The album isn’t 
just about machines, but about people 
and machines and people changing 
themselves and altering their own spe¬ 
cies,” Graham says. 

The band began engaging in discus¬ 
sions about technology and the way 
humans are changing around the end of 
2010; they realized these topics could 
make for good song material. Graham 
personally cites two authors—the opti¬ 
mistic Ray Kurzweil and the cynical

Derrick Jensen—whose competing per¬ 
spectives on the possibilities of technol¬ 
ogy fascinate him, but, the bassist says, 
when it comes to evolving as a species, 
good music plays almost as a big a role as 
genius inventions and special drugs. 

“Music is arguably, from a utilitarian 
standpoint, not necessary for survival. 

It doesn’t feed people. In most cases, it 
doesn’t provide people with jobs, if you 
consider that necessary on a survival 
level,” he says. “But clearly, music for 
most people is a very profound experience 
and an important part of life. Making good 
music hopefully results in people being 
more complete versions of themselves— 
maybe more connected to things that are 
abstract but really important.” 

In that case, the process of listening to 
a Lower Dens album might just be a noot¬ 
ropic in itself.

A esthetically, Wreckin' 

Katz are easily pegged 
as a psychobilly squad. They 
take pride in their textbook, 
greaser-punk exterior: tight 
black jeans; big, studded 
belts; sleeveless vests; and 
tatted-up arms.They pen lyr¬ 
ics about lost sanity and burning stuff. 

Musically, however, you'd better be 
ready to hear some thrash. Vince Salazar, 
Alex Carrillo and Vic Chavez cite Iron 
Maiden, Bad Brains and Bad Religion 
among their primary influences. The only 
thing remotely rockabilly about them is 
the dude with an Elvis quaff singing lead 
vocal and slapping the shit out of an upright 
bass with speed-freak intensity. He revels 
in standing on the thing, just brutalizing it, 
playing eighth notes at 220 bpm. 

Salazar, 23, the de facto leader of 
Wreckin' Katz, is the only original member 
of the band he started some five years ago, 
shortly after graduating from Etiwanda 
High School. Seven months ago, Salazar's 
primary cohort and co-founder, guitarist 
Jeremy Ecks from Fontana, dropped out of 
the band, sidelined by chronic soreness in 
his hand. Ecks can still play guitar, he says, 
just not every day — and Wreckin' Katz 
have become an everyday thing. 

Indeed, Salazar keeps the band on the 
grind. He's gone through a dozen drummers, 
one of whom quit, Salazar says, "because he 
said we played too many shows." Typically, 
the guys play weekly, sometimes twice, 
mostly around the dive club scene mainly in 
Orange County and the Inland Empire. But 
recently, they've gotten gigs at LA venues 
the House of Blues and the Whisky A Go Go, 
plus this year's Hootenanny at Oak Canyon 
Ranch. Things are on the upswing. 

Chavez, the current drummer, handles all 
of the band's bookings, though Ecks' name 
is still listed on their Myspace as the con¬ 
tact. They do their own press, too, a blitz of 
phone calls to editors and writers—totally 
old-school, yet totally effective. That is, until

Chavez breaks his phone. Then, whoever's 
covering the story is shit out of luck. But 
that's life on the DIY scene, where these guys 
are entrenched like the Hungarian infantry. 

Salazar says their long-awaited debut LP 
is almost finished. It's to be self-titled (like 
the EP they have out right now) and docu¬ 
ments their day-to-day lives, which might 
sound strange for a psychobilly group. 

"The songs are life stories that I've person¬ 
ally lived or heard from close friends and fam¬ 
ily," he says. "A lot of bands in our genre focus 
on Halloween, zombies and horror monsters, 
but we focus on the horror of actual life, such 
as murder, suicide and heartache." 

This, along with the overdriven James 
Hetfield-style guitar riffing, gives Wreckin' 
Katz the makings of a classic, high-octane 
thrash group, but that's not really what 
Salazar is after with the music. "It was 
always meant to be a psychobilly band; we 
don't really listen to much thrash music," 
he says. "I'm very into old '80s punk rock; 
Vic is into '80s hair metal, and [guitarist] 
Alex is very into death metal. But we listen 
to a collection of many different genres; we 
don't like to be musically close-minded." 

Nobody can accuse Wreckin' Katz of 
musical closed-mindedness if for no other 
reason than Salazar's prowess on the 
upright bass, which when all is told, is the 
coolest aspect of the group, with him and 
Carrillo climbing on it during tunes, and 
Salazar shredding other bands' four-string¬ 
ers during mid-show bass-offs. It's a sight 
to behold, fueling already-intense music. 

"I got into [upright] because of the sound 
it makes," Salazar says plainly. "I was 
hooked the moment I first heard one. It's an 
amazing instrument."

My younger brother and I are close. He came 
out of the closet last year, although it wasn't 
much of a surprise because everyone knew he 
was gay since forever. Everyone is happy he's 
out because it kind of takes the elephant out 
of the room, and our immediate and extended 
family is really supportive. But for the past six 
to nine months, he has been really depressed 
about never having had a boyfriend. He's 21, 
and he's always talking about how he wants to 
find a boy to be with in a relationship—and not 
just for sex—but he says it's impossible for him 
to meet said boy. 

Me being straight, the only advice I've ever 
been able to give him is to just try new things 
and, that way, you'll meet new people, as 
really that's the only advice you can give some¬ 
one who's looking to meet a potential partner. 
My brother, however, framed his issue to me 
in a way I've never really thought of—which is 
that only a small fraction of the population is 
gay and an even smaller fraction of that may 
be compatible with him, so meeting new peo¬ 
ple for a gay guy is actually a lot harder than it 
is for straight people. 

He's been doing the whole online-dating 
thing for a while, but he says it's really difficult 
to meet anyone with whom he feels a connec¬ 
tion. I've never done online dating, but I have 
heard the same points from others who've 
tried it. I asked him if he ever goes to gay bars 
because that would obviously change the 
ratios, but apparently, it's a little insensitive for 
a straight guy to say that, and he said he's not 
really into that scene. Anyway, I just wish I could 
give him some good advice without being unin¬ 
tentionally offensive (the gay-bar suggestion). 

I'd still like to offer him any advice I can for him 
to meet a guy he feels strongly about. 

Seeking Advice For Family 

There are 3.5 billion men on the planet. 

Even if we accept the lowest educated 
guesstimate of the percentage of the popu¬ 
lation that’s gay—1.7 percent—that means 
your brother has nearly 60 million potential 
romantic partners to choose from worldwide; 
he has 2.5 million potential romantic partners 
in the United States alone. Other informed 
guesstimates of the percentage of the popula¬ 
tion that’s gay are much, much higher—seven 
or eight times higher—so your brother’s odds 
of finding a partner are probably much bet¬ 
ter. But let’s put that 1.7 percent figure in 
perspective: Jews represent just 1.7 percent of 
the population of the United States. So even 
if the percentage of the population that’s gay 
is “just” 1.7 percent, your brother has the, 
um, same cross to bear—and the same odds of 
success—as an American Jew who wants to 
marry another American Jew. 

It sounds like your brother is going 
through a common if rarely discussed stage 
of the coming-out process: Wallow in Self 
Pity and Bite the Head Off Anyone Who 
Tries to Help. That’s why he was offended 
by your perfectly reasonable, not-at-all- 
offensive suggestion that he get out there 
and hit some gay bars. Yes, the bars aren’t 
for everyone. But if you’re single and want to 
meet people—gay or straight—you need to be 
moving on all fronts: online dating, hitting 
bars and clubs, volunteering, and just gener¬ 
ally getting out of the fucking house. 

Your brother is 21 years old, and he just 
came out, and his frustration is understand¬ 
able. He has been watching his straight peers 
(and his straight brothers) hook up and fall in 
love since middle school, and he feels anxious 
to make up for lost time. But he won’t find 
that first boyfriend if he isn’t willing to put 
himself out there—and that means giving the 
guys he meets online a chance, giving the bars 


a chance and giving the people who are trying 
to help him out a break. 

My girlfriend of two and a half years and I are 
ready to move in together. Finally! I am so 
excited to take this next step, and so is she. 

The problem is that I work third shift four to 
five nights per week and she works a regular 
day job. I can't help but feel we aren't going 
to get the full experience of living together 
with our work situations being what they are. I 
won't be waking up every morning to her say¬ 
ing, "Good morning, beautiful," etc. What can 
we do to make this a better situation and take 
advantage of the next step?Thanks. 

The Next Step 

Here’s a tip: Don’t spend too much time com¬ 
paring your actual relationship, which will 
always be shaped by circumstances not fully 
in your control (such as your work sched¬ 
ules), to your idealized notions about what a 
romantic relationship should look like. That 
only ensures constant disappointment. Don’t 
get me wrong: Once you move in with your 
girlfriend, there will be days that begin with 
her rolling over and saying, “Good morning, 
beautiful.” But there will also be days that 
begin with your girlfriend rolling over and 
farting. The trick to loving your LTR is to 
fully appreciate the moments that rise to the 
level of your romantic ideals (“Good morn¬ 
ing, beautiful”) without obsessing about 
those moments that disappoint (split shifts, 
ripped farts). Good luck! 

I'm a guy. I've been with my girlfriend for 
almost two years. I love her, but in the past 
year, sex has been an issue.

Devil In The Details 

Incorporating some adult toys—vibrators and 
dildos—into your sex life is not only a great way 
to maintain your sexual connection while you 
work on your physical and mental issues, but 
it’s also a great way to take the pressure off your 
dick. Performance anxiety and worries about 
leaving your partner unsatisfied can combine to 
create a hugely destructive, dick-deflating nega¬ 
tive feedback loop. As for your girlfriend... 

A woman who doesn’t masturbate—because 
she tried it once and it didn’t work—has hang¬ 
ups. And a woman with hang-ups is much like¬ 
lier to forgive a partner for having purchased 
some sex toys than she is to give a partner her 
advance permission to go and purchase some 
sex toys. So find a good local or online sex-toy 
store and buy whatever you think looks fun.
